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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the 
explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 1 0 
USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by 
"such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of £jc parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. 
App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 
(Bd. App. 1949). 

Claim 6 provides an example of a narrow limitation that falls within a broad range where 
a packaging is recited "for tablet-shaped objects, especially hygroscopic washing agent and/or 
detergent tablets". Claim 6 also recites "the opposing side walls" which has no antecedent basis. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 6, 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.^.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Comelissens et al (Patent no. 4,397,391) in view of German document DE-U-29 509 593. 
Paraphrasing from the International Examination Report, Comelissens is the considered the 
closest prior art (the undersigned examiner has found none closer) see figure 1. A packaging with 
film pockets having longitudinal and transverse seams (see column 4, lines 45-48) in a secondary 
packaging, wherein the length of the film pockets is greater than the distance between the lateral 
walls of the secondary packaging (1) running parallel to the transverse seam (3) so that the film 
pockets lie elastically bent in the secondary packaging. The lateral walls parallel to the 
longitudinal seams are formed of four flaps which overlap so that said lateral walls running 
parallel to the longitudinal seams of the film pockets are reinforced. Thus, the subject matter of 
the application as per claim 6 differs fi*om this known packaging exclusively in that the film 
pockets contain tablets instead of granular material. 

However, marketing detergent substances as tablets packed in film pockets is routine and 
fairly taught by German document DE-U-29 509 593 and this feature represents only one of a 
plurality of obvious possibilities form which a person of ordinary skill in the art would select 
according to the circumstances in order to choose a suitable form of the packaging as per 
Comelissens et al for detergent substances.^ Therefore, It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Comelissens et al by employing the film packets of German 
document DE-U-29 509 593 for the aforementioned reasons. 

5. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the prior 
art as applied to claim 6 above, and further in view of Durden et al (Patent no. 4,180,164). The 
difference between these claims and the prior art resides in at least one side wall reinforced with 
shock-absorbing inserts. 

The International Searching Authority considered such subject matter to be only minor 
stmctural modifications within the level of ordinary skill, citing no document for motivation. 

* This motivational statement appears to nins akin In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416 where the present prior art showing 
substitutes for the admission made on applicant's part in Leshin. 
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Durden et al discloses an equivalent wrapper with inserts 38, 36 of corrugated cardboard 
provided adjacent side walls for the express purpose of shock absorbing. 

Hence the prior art fairly teaches the differences between Comelissens' wrapper and the 
subject matter of the application as per claims 8 and 9. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide shock absorbing inserts as taught by Durden et al, in order to 
further cushion the packaging against damage.
